The examiner has interpreted the dependent 
claims in "means-plus-function" language, and as such concludes that the claims need to reflect such terminology. Else, they can not be 
constmced as "means-plus-function". These claims are merely objected to. With respect to the variance in scope between claims 1 & 2 
vs. claims 1 1 and 12. the examienr notes that the claims have been interpreted in keeping with MPEP section 2181 and the examiner 
maintains the claims are duplicative of each other, since as disclosed the means-plus-function language does Include the disclosed — 
optical pickup — of claims 1 1 and 12. 



Element 11 continued: With respect to applicants' araguments against the 103 rejection.appllcants focus on what the secondary 
referrnce lacks. The examiner concludes that the claims as present are obiovus over the references in-toto, i.e., for their combination. 
Applicants do agree with the examiner's analysis of maintaining the loop gain constant with changes in transition density. The Katoh 
system discloses/discusses how such changes in transitional densities arise - see col 2 line 20 to col.
